Subject was well known to Svedleh Intelligence sources as fomer Japanese 
Hilitax 7 attache in Stocldiolm, aad as an os lonage agent oC sons ability* 
About one year ago, the Swedish export r*lrc ‘’Gerum” of Ooteborg, requested 
the Alien Control Comiasion for the suujec.. to enter Sifeden as the 
coiaBsrclal representative of the export fim in Japan. Because of the 
subject ■ 8 reputation as an espionage agent and fonaer member of Axis 
Military i’brces, penisslon was denied. 



The request was rspeated soma few months ago, at which tine the Swedish 
negative attitude was reconsidered In the light of the fact that It was 
assumed that Japan being uzider U.S. influanee, if not outright control, 
would be an area from idilch travelera would be veil screened prior to 
their departure, this asstaqptlon leading therefore to the conclusion that 
the subject had the Implied, If not explicit, approval of the Onlbed States* 
BoWever, contrary to this view, the Swedish Security Police have had the 
subject under surveillance slnee arrival In this country^ and it has been 
reported to the Army Attache that the subject has made no contacts outside 
those routinely associated with the Swedis): dxport firm of Gaxv*\ and has 
mads no effort to get In contact with any of his possible former 
pi^fesslonal associates In Sweden. 



Ihe Ar&y Attache's official source in the Swedish Intelligence Sorvice has 
promised to Inform the Any Attache of any act which coass to the attention 
of the Security Pblioe. It was gratuitously added that durin;; the period 
of the subject's Inoimtency in Stocldiolm as Japanese Hllitary atacho. It 
was known to the Swedish Intelligence authorities that the subject was in 
early and continuing contact with representatives of the German Intelligence 
Senrice but insofar as could be determined^) subject engaged In no 
Intelllgenoe activities against Sweden, or contrary to the scope of bis 
normally accredited diplomatic duties.
